The slow grinding of departmental 
wheels which postponed commutation of 
the death sentence on Allan Clifford New- 
ton until four days before the 16-year-old 
boy was to die on the gallows was an in- 
stance of official procrastination that 
amounts almost to brutality. 

There is no doubt of the Drumheller 
boy's guilt. He committed a murder under 
atrocious circumstances and jt is right that 
he should be locked up for the rest of his 
natural life for the protection of society. 

But there was no possible justification 
for adding torture to either the sentence of 
the court or the new sentence decreed by 
the federal cabinet. 

And assuredly it was nothing but tor- 
ture to force this wretched boy to die a 
thousand deaths in contemplation of the 
gallows between June and September. 

Remember that this child sat in his cell 
and faced the hangman's rore for neatly 
two and a half months. 

He was sentenced in June to die Septem- 
ber 7. 

The belated reprieve was handed out 
grudgingly by Ottawa on September 3, just 
four days before he was supposed to take 
the final tragic drop 


Brutality 


The grossly and inhumanly dilatory 
manner in which the matter of the reprieve 
was handled is thrown into sharper and 
more disgraceful emphasis by the fact that 
everybody in Canada, except the boy him- 
self, knew he would not hang. 

The trial judge, the jury, the crown 
prosecutor and others, like humane and 
decent citizens, had petitioned Ottawa in 
his behalf. 

No Canadian could believe that Cana- 
da’s heart had_ shrivelled so small as to 
take even the most desperate child into the 
courtyard of a jail in the cold gray light of 
dawn and hang him by the little neck until 
he was dead. 

No one could contemplate such a thing 
with other than horror. 

But the boy, sitting in his cell frighten- 
ed and alone, had no such assurance. 

Those dreadful two and a half months 
should lie heavily on the conscience of the 
Canadian people. 

For the reprieve could have been issued 
in July as readily as it was issued in Sep- 
tember.

British Trade 
Shuns Canada 


Britain continues to enter into 
new agreements for the purchase 
of food which mean she will buy 
from Canada. But while 
there is some ground for com. 
plaint regarding this treatment 
there is one fact that may be a 
bit disconcerting to Canadians. 

The Anglo-Argentine § agree- 
ment, signed last June 27, pro- 
vides for the export by Argen- 
tina of foods to the value of 
$519.9 millions per year, Britain 
in return is to provide vetro- 
Jeum, industrial products and 
machinery to the value of $489.7 
million, 

Canada, in the first half of this 
year exported only $174 million 
to Britain. Even if that rate is 
maintained it means this one 
deal with the Argentine amounts 


less 


to considerably more than our 
total trade with Britain because 
our imports amounted to only 


$163.2 million during the first 6 
months of this year 

Thus, at one blow, Britain has 
Riven the Argentine more busi- 
ness than we have enjoyed and 
to make matters worse, that 
business consists of millions of 
pounds of beef, mutton and pork 

Britain has also increased the 
price she will pay Australia for 
butter and cheese, She has done 
the same for New Zealand 


Canada Prospects 
Suffer From Deal 


Each deal hurts Canada’s pros- 
pects. 

But the point that makes one 
think is the actual]. price which 
is being paid, After this increase, 
Australia will still only receive 
the equivalent of 45 cents per

In Denmark, they are also re- 
vising their agreement with 
Britain Under this revision 
Britain agrees to take 75 per cent 
of Denmark's exportable butter 
supplies during the next six 
years at a price that works out to 
about 49 cents per pound, This 


is higher than the price being 
paid to Australia and New Zea- 
land but it also marks a reduc- 


tion of 15% per centinthe former 
price paid to Denmark, 

Thus we find ourselves faced 
with a double difficulty. Not only 
is Britain unable to buy enough 
from us because of her dollar 
shortage but our prices have 
climbed considerably above what 
Britain igs now paying her new 
suppliers. Thus, even jf the in- 
ternational discussions in Wash- 
ington solve this trade difficulty, 
we are still going to be faced 
with an even more serious price 
difficulty. It is the necessity 
for exporting these agricultural 
products that jis causing all the 
worry 

Canada is stili in a relatively 
good position. But Canada has 
price difficulties of her own be- 
e Canadian farmers are not 

to relish reductions in their 
prices without corresponding re- 
ductions in other prices, And 
Canadians are not reducing gen- 
eral price levels to any notice- 
able extent. But that day may

The swagger was the same, 
but it was a little incougruous 
now because of his girth, A 
great Many of his friends had 
distinguished themselves in ac- 
tion and in the face of this 
Johnny's old triumphs of the 
football field paled. There was a 
new generation of football stars. 
Sometimes, when Johnny's name 
came up, there'd we debate about 
whether he was just a “grand- 
stand player,” or show-off. 

He wasn't the kind of man who 
could settle into a mew role. On 
the street he seemed to only 
half-listen to you, looking about 
as if to find a familiar face or 
perhaps to hear that whisper, 
“That's Johnny Palmer, the foot- 
star.”
